MT. PALOMAR 


The object of this booklet is to let the pub- 
lic Know that there is such a place as Palomar, 
and to give some idea of its character. 

A great many people think of Southern Cali- 

‘nin as being a dry, hot country, as is seen 
from the train along the coast. But, do not 
mislead yourself, for on the mountain of Palo- 
mar there is a surprise awaiting you, in the 
way of large forests of pine, fir, cedar, hem- 
lock, oak, and various other trees and shrubs. 

This is a country of living springs and bab- 
bling brooks, such as are seen in Northern 
California and in parts of the east. 

Palomar is a Spanish word meaning dove 
eot. It is so named on account of the pigeons 
whieh visit the mountain, yearly, in search of 
HCOrns, 

Palomar is located 42 miles north and 17 
miles enust of San Diego; 21 miles west of 
Warner's Hot Springs; 238 miles from Mesa 
Grande and 16 miles east of Pala. 

This grand, old mountain stands in the midst 
of a range of smaller mountains, which separ- 
ate the Colorado desert from the coast country. 
The Highest point of Palomar is about 6700 
feel above the sea. 

On account of their height, these mountains 
recelve a large rainfall. The average being 
about 60 inches yearly. In the winter there 
are numerous snow-storms, which melt slowly, 
wo that all the moisture is taken up by the 


ground, This is what makes this mountain so

green and attractive in the hot summer 
month 

The autumn is no less attractive on account 
of the varying shades of color assumed by the 
fovest follage; recalling the scenes on the old 
oustern homestead, 

There are over 200 living springs on Palo- 
mar, Whieh run throughout the year. Among 


these are iron, sulphur, and soda. 


POINTS OF INTEREST.

The air is dry and 
prune ind what could be more delightful than 
veh aly seented by wild flowers.

PALOMAR MOUNTAIN 


Palomar is located about 60 miles north 
of San Diego, and 21 miles west of War- 
ner Hot Springs. This. grand old moun- 
tain stands in the midst of a range of 
sinaller mountains and reaches at its high- 
est point an elevation of 6100 feet above

sea level. On account of their height these 
mountains receive an annual rainfall of 
about 60 inches. Over 200 ice-cold 
springs, some of which are charged with 
iron, sulphur and soda, abound, and the 
woods are full‘of clear, sparkling streams. 
The days are long and pleasant, never hot, 
and the nights are always cool enough to 
insure a good rest. 


The hillsides are covered with brakes 
varying in height from 2 to 8 feet. The 
variety of wild flowers on Palomar is not 
exceeded in any part of the state. The 
azalia, lilac, several kinds of Mariposa 
lilies, tiger lily, dog-wood, and numerous 
other flowers beautify the hills... There are 
numerous small valleys carpeted with

clover and other wild grasses, and sur- 
rounded by forests of immense trees. 
Trees 6 to 8 feet in diameter are very com- 
mon, and some are to be. found which are 
13 feet in diameter, and 200 feet high. 


One of the most interesting features of 
Palomar is the view of the surrounding 
country. One can see, at a glance, all the 
intervening country from Los Angeles and 
Catalina Island to Table mountains in 
Mexico. Escondido, 30 miles away, appears 
within a stone’s throw, while a magnificent 
stretch of sea coast 300 miles in length 
bounds the western horizon. 


AMUSEMENTS

While huge bon- 
fires, around which the entire camp as- 
sembles are lighted as night falls over the 
mountain. Here many a jovial story is 


swapped, while ‘‘Palomar clams” and fresh 
roasted corn meets the demand of the in- 
satiable mountain appetite. Here are no 
strangers, nor are any old. Ask Uncle 
Nate, who is forescore young! 


Bring your tennis rackets and play on 
the new court at Camp Contento; croquet 
at Hotel Palomar and basketball at both 
places.

Palomar Mountain 


S LOCATED in San Diego County, about 

50 miles north of San Diego. 

It is a range of beautiful, heavily 
timbered mountains, 5000 to 6000 above 
sea-level, 25 miles long and 6 and 10 
miles wide. 

On top the mountains are covered with forests, 
grassey valley and fern covered hillsides. 

In all the canyons are streams of pure cold 
water fed by springs which are plentiful among 
the hills. Most of these springs are pure water, 
but there are among them springs of strong iron, 
sulphur and soda. 

During the spring and early summer wild flow- 
ers are abundant. When all the lower country is 
dry and hot the vegetation and water supply on 
Palomar are in their prime. 


VENISON 


THE VIEW 

The mountain scenery is as good as the best 
that can be found anywhere, but what surpasses 
anything of its kind is the view of the lower 
country from the crest of the mountain. The pan- 
orama includes 150 miles of coast line extending 
from Santa Monica in the north to far south into 
Mexico. The Santa Catalina, San Clemente and 
Coronado islands, San Diego Bay and Point Loma 
are in plain view. 


VIEW AT NIGHT 

At night the darkness below is dotted with 
lights. In the distance you see the street lights 
of San Diego, Coronado, Del Mar and Oceanside. 
Nearer you see the Escondido and Fallbrook 
lights, while still nearer, dotted around the foot 
of the mountains, are the lights from the houses 
in the Indian reservations of Pala, Pauma, Rincon, 
Potrero and La Jolla. 


VALLEY HIDDEN BY CLOUDS 

At times all these views of the lower country 
are blotted out by the blanket of clouds which 
drift in from the ocean—striking the mountain 
side at the elevation of from 100 to 3000 feet. 

While the valleys are under dense clouds or 
enveloped in fog, we look out over the top of the 
clouds and enjoy the bright sunlight or moon- 
light andthe dry air. Here and there mountain 
peaks rise through the clouds like islands in the 
ocean. 

ATTRACTIVE FEATURES 

At this elevation the air is dry and free from 
fog. The days are warm—never too hot in the 
shade—and the nights are cold enough to make 
one enjoy the camp fire or the big fireplace at the 
hotel. Among the most attractive features are 
the immense fields and hillsides of ferns. These 
ferns grow to a height of from 2 to 8 feet and 
form a perfect network for stretches of many 
acres.

There are many beautiful hikes around the 
mountains, some being to the Iron Spring; to the 
Lookout; Bougher’s point, Rainbow falls, Doane 
valley, Pine valley and the Monument, which is 
the highest point in San Diego county. A hike 
on a warm day, topped off with a cold shower, 
puts one in good shape for a hearty meal. 

Horseback riding is very popular, and wehave 
some first class horses, and also rigs, if desired, 

The evenings are spent around camp fires cr 
by the fireplace, singing around the piano, candy 
pulls, dances or hay rides. 

If you come to the mountain for a rest, there 
is no limit to the quiet spots where you can get 
away from every one and rest to yours heart’s 
content. 

Bring a kahki suit or some old clothes; good, 
strong shoes; tennis shoes and racquet. Also 
bring a kodak, for you will find lots of use for it.

The Palomar Camp Site is located on 
the extreme top of the South Palomar 
‘ridge at an elevation of approximately 
6000 feet and includes within its borders 
some of the finest timber on the moun- 
tain. The campsite also commands the 
justly famous Palomar view and is cooled 
in summer by gentle breezes direct from 
the ocean less than thirty miles away. It 
is possible for one’s mountain home to be 
secluded among the big trees or perched 
upon some rocky promontory overlooking 
the view.

struction. Building material may be 
had on the ground at San Diego prices 
plus the actual cost of freighting. Most 
attractive cabins also may be constructed 


of native cedar and fir half-sawed logs. 


Cabin sites vary in size up to several acres 
and are supplied with water by the Palo- 
mar Mutual Water Company, a non- 
profit organization. A general store and 
restaurant which is prepared to supply 
camping equipment and groceries, is lo- 
cated near the center of the campsite. Lov- 


ers of riding will find good horses always 


available at reasonable rates. 


Campsite prices are governed by the 
size, amount of view, timber, location and 


general ‘attractiveness of the site. 


THE PALOMAR MOUNTAIN 
CLUBHOUSE 


The Palomar Mountain Clubhouse is 
centrally located on one of the scenic 
points of the Palomar Mountain Camp- 
site. It isa company largely financed by 
the campsite owners, The main building 
is 30x60 feet and is in condition to be 
used for dances, parties and programs. A 
series of week-end events are planned for 
the vacation season beginning July 4th, 
which will include programs, dances and 


inspirational talks. 


When completed the buildings will in- 
clude a number of attractive cedar-slab 
sleeping cabins as well as the main build- 
ing with wide veranda and double fire- 
place. Outside improvements will include 
tennis courts and croquet grounds. Own- 
ership of a small amount of the capital 


stock of the company entitles the holder 
to full club privileges, besides offering an 


attractive investment. 


AMUSEMENTS 


Amusements include riding, hunting, 
trout fishing, hiking, campfire parties and 


dancing. 


- ACCOMMODATIONS 


Furnished cabins may be rented at reas- 
onable rates, but should be reserved in 
advance. Excellent table service is avail- 
able at the dining room near the club- 


house. 


ROADS 


East route via El Cajon, Ramona, Santa Ysabel, 
Henshaw Lake and up the East grade, 75 miles 
from San Diego to the Campsite. 


West route via Escondido, Valley Center, Rin- 
con, and up the Nigger Canyon grade, 70 miles 
to the Campsite. 


Both routes are in excellent condition for the 
summer and are wide, safe highways, but the East 
route is recommended as the easier drive, inasmuch 
as when present work is completed this year the 
grade up the mountain will be a seven per cent 
high-gear highway all the way to the top. 


After reaching the top of the Mountain follow 
the Palomar Mountain Campsite signs to the 
Clubhouse. 


THE PALOMAR MOUNTAIN TRIP 


The round trip to the Palomar Mountain 
Campsite, a distance of about seventy miles, may 
be made pleasantly in one day, as the driving time 
one way is from three to four hours; but it is an 
outing upon which each added hour is added pleas- 
ure, especially is this true of the enchanting hours 
of sunrise and sunset. 


The back country highway, intriguing one with 
its mist veiled foothills and the tranquility of its 
pastoral scenes leads to the twenty-mile long Rain- 
bow drive winding up one end of Palomar and 
down the other. This scenic drive embraces a view 
studenpous in its magnitude; is bordered by flowers 
remarkable for their variety, abundance and beauty, 
and leads now and again through heavily wooded 
slopes reminiscent of Easter nand Northern forests. 


In spring the purple lupin sprays the mountain- 
side, the graceful Mariposa lily nods a greeting from 
the ledges, shining buttercups varnish the meadows 
with yellow, the showering blossoms of the white 
lilac often meet overhead to form pathways which 
rival a bridal arch, white myriads of less familiar 
blooms, sown at random by the great Landscape 
Gardener, inveigle the eye which delights in the 


perfection of detail. 


In June the delicate, waxen clusters of azaleas 
perfume the air, and later the tiger lilies lend an 
unexpected glow to their canyon habitats. The 
cool, calm atmosphere of fall brings out a new 
symphony in trees, shrubs and skyline. The colors 
seem to ripen and the distant view becomes so 
clarified that the coast lies in relief like a map 
drawn by some giant artist who, “splashed on a 
ten league canvas, with brushes of comet’s hair.” 
Then winter, not to be outdone, comes with dra- 
peries of snow and jewels of ice to dress the trees 
in shimmering, lacy, whiteness. In fact, each 
month gives a reason all its own for making the 


trip to Palomar, 


For the lover of wild life Palamar affords no 
end of delightful surprises. Mountain quail, in- 
numerable song birds, and graceful tree squirrels 
abound daily; more rarely a deer, fox, bobcat or 
mountain lion may be momentarily gionpend on 


the mountainside, 
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The location of Palomar mountain, only thirty 
miles from the sea, with an elevation at the same 
time of over a mile, makes possible the heaviest 
of timber and the coolest’ of summers. Individual 
trees are numerous which measure more than six 
feet in diameter and tower one hundred and fifty 
feet skyward. Varieties include sycamore, spruce, 
‘cedar, oak, hemlock, fir, pine, dogwood and man- 
zanita, 


The distant view includes many miles of tum- 


‘ bled, picturesque mountains, a vast expanse of foot- 
_ hills interspersed with fertile valleys and dotted here 


“atid there with lakes, with a background of the blue 


water of the Pacific extending 150 miles from 


Catalina to. ee Mexico; while directly beneath 


one’s feet is: * Spread -the exquisite picture of the 
four, shousand’ feet deep canyon of theSan Louis 
Rey.’ For ‘these who, yield ‘to the enchantment of 
Palomar and linger to look long, the sun on a 
summer afternoon may burnish the ocean until it 
dazzles the eye like melted gold; on an evening it 
may turn into a sea of opal the billowy clouds 


‘which make islands of the higher mountain peaks; 


or, more often, the night drifts down in layers of 


blue. 

The regular stage and sight-seeing cars leave all 
through the week for the mountain. For any in-

Seventy-six miles from San Diego over the Lee highway 
and 48 miles from the interesting Imperial Valley with its 
history of reclamation from dusty desert to the garden spot 
of the world, the motorist is amazed to find his trip broken 
in the untamed stretches of the high mountains by a 
modern and up-to-date city at Jacumba Hot Springs. 

This place a most interesting history as, through the 
efforts largely of B. L. Vaughn, this town centered by 
medicinal and health giving hot springs, has been converted 
from a typically western small town during the last two 
years into one of the finest health resorts of southern Cali- 
fornia. 

A splendid three story hotel, under the management of 
Walter Clement, well known hotel man, furnishes every 
city accommodation to the transient, with its large airy 
rooms, steam heat, hot and cold water and baths. A modern 
restaurant serves meals at city prices, and a telephone 
exchange, excellent beds and a delightful large lounging 
room and sun parlor are all provided for the convenience 
and comfort of the guest.

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PALOMAR 


Palomar Mountain 
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S LOCATED near the northern boundary of 

San Diego County, an easy 3-hour trip from 

San Diego, and about 6 hours from Los An- 

geles. It rises abruptly from the valley to an 

elevation of 5,000 to 6,000 feet above sea level, 
a stretch of beautiful country twenty-five miles long 
and six to ten miles wide. The mountain is covered 
with forests of fir, cedar, pine, spruce and oak, alter- 
nating with grassy valleys and cool, densely shaded 
canyons. 


Huge ferns form a unique feature of the landscape. 
Varying in height from two to eight feet, they make 
a dense covering of vivid green for hills, fields and 
canyons. For the lover of birds and wild flowers, 
Palomar is a fascinating field, abounding in varieties 
not found at lower altitudes. 


The average yearly precipitation on Palomar is about 
60 inches. This comes mostly in the form of snow, 
which melts slowly and is absorbed by the ground, 
resulting in luxuriant foliage throughout the summer, 
when the country below is hot and dry. Streams flow 
in the canyons and ice-cold springs are very numerous. 
Most of these springs are pure water, but among them 
are some containing soda, sulphur and iron. An iron 
spring of excellent tonic properties is within easy walk- 
ing distance of the lodge. 


Palomar is the only high mountain in Southern Cali- 
fornia that does not border the desert. Being situated 
half way between these desert mountains and the ocean, 
Palomar does not get the hot, dry desert air in the 
summer or the cold, bleak winds in the winter. 


The View 


Palomar Mountain rises so abruptly from the valley 
that it affords a magnificent view of the surrounding 
country. The panorama includes 150 miles of coast 
lines extending from Santa Monica to far into Mexico 
and overlooking Santa Catalina, San Clemente and 


Coronado Islands, San Diego Bay and Point Loma. 


At night the darkness below is dotted with lights. 
Scattered around the foot of the mountain are the 
lights from the houses in the Indian reservations, while 
at a distance the street lights of San Clemente, Escon- 
dido, Oceanside, Del Mar, Coronado, Ramona and 


San Diego can be plainly seen. 


Above the Clouds 


At times all these views of the lower country are 
blotted out by a blanket of clouds, which drift in from 
the ocean, striking the mountain side at an elevation 
of from 1,000 to 3,000 feet. This endless expanse of 
billowing fog, broken only by mountain peaks, which 
rise here and there like islands, is in itself a sight never 
to be forgotten. ; 


At this elevation the air is free from fog. The days 
are warm, but never too hot in the shade, and the 
nights are cold enough to make the camp fire or the 
big fireplace at the lodge very attractive. 


Palomar Mountain Resort 


Is located about the center of the range, at an eleva- 
tion of 5,650 feet. It is in a small valley surrounded 
by heavily wooded hills, about a quarter of a mile from 
the crest of the mountain, where the view is best. 


Located within the Cleveland National Forest and 
patrolled by U. S. Forest Rangers, Palomar Resort is 
given adequate protection from forest fires, which con- 
stitute such a menace to many resorts not so favorably 
located. The management urges upon guests and others 
the necessity for taking every precaution to HELP 
PREVENT FOREST FIRES.

The extreme summit, known as Palomar High Point, 
elevation 6,126 feet, may be reached on foot or horse-

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“HOW IT WORKS”

Mr. Woodbury is the well-known au- 
thor of the official biography of the 
great 200-inch Palomar Telescope. His 
famous book is titled “The Glass Giant 
of Palomar,’ and may be obtained 
from any bookstore. Since publishing 
this book in 1939, he has written many 
articles, in Readers Digest and other 
national magazines, on the Palomar 
Telescope and its discoveries.

The great 200-inch Telescope at Palomar Mountain 
Observatory is the world’s largest camera for studying 
the mysterious bodies in the heavens. Some of these 
are stars and some are vast star-universes, so far away 
that only one of them, out of millions, can be seen 
with the naked eye. ; 


This world famed 200-inch instrument, four times 
as large as the next greatest, is not a telescope like 
the ones you have seen before. You cannot look through 
it and see distant objects brought close. The astrono- 
mers themselves do not look through it, except to guide 
it. Like any other camera, it takes photographs on 
films and glass plates, many of them no bigger than 
a postcard. So don’t be disappointed if you have not 
been allowed to “look thru” the giant Telescope. No- 
body does. 

If you realize that the Palomar giant is in reality 
the world’s most delicate star-camera, you will not feel 
so disappointed in not being allowed to approach it 
closely. Even the astronomers must obey rigid rules 
and follow well planned schedules to obtain good re- 
sults. 

This is why you must view the giant from within a 
glass cage at one side of the observatory. If you were 
allowed to come close, the heat of your bodies would be 
enough to throw the great instrument out of adjust- 
ment. The short hours of the night are too precious to 
be wasted in waiting for the great mirror to “settle 
down.” Extraordinary precautions are taken every day 
to disturb the temperature in the dome as little as 
possible. 

Like ordinary telescopes, the giant does enlarge the 
images of the heavenly bodies somewhat. But not very 
much. What it really does is gather light, even from 
the faintest and most distant star. The most important 
single part of the Palomar Telescope is its huge 17-foot 
(200-inch diameter) mirror, which, because of its enor- 
mous area, receives about one-million times as much 
light as the human eye. This light, directed to a photo- 
graphic plate, sometimes for hours at a time, can pro- 
duce photographic records, or pictures, of star-worlds 
nearly a billion light-years away. 

Some of the photographic plates are trained on 
certain objects in the heavens for as long as ten nights, 
or more; then developed and studied thru a microscope. 

The California Institute of Technology was so sure 
that the discoveries it would make would be important 
that they built this marvelous machine at a cost of 
nearly $7,000,000. It is little wonder that we who have 
the privilege of visiting it must tread very carefully. 

The path of the light from a star, through the 
mirrors of the great Telescope, is so complicated that 
it can only be understood by experts. But the principle 
of the machine is not complicated. It is shown very 
clearly in the accompanying drawing. 
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PRINCIPLE OF PALOMAR’S TELESCOPE 

The great 200-inch diameter (nearly 17 feet) mirror 
is shown. It reflects starlight back to a system of 
smaller mirrors which reflect the light down the polar 
axis to an enclosed spectograph chamber. Note there 
are no “lenses.” Focusing is done entirely by mirrors 
with carefully curved surfaces. The star, of course, is 
shown much too near and much too small. It is really 
hundreds of trillions of miles away, and perhaps ten or 
a hundred thousand times the diameter of the Earth. 
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The Visitors’ Gallery in the dome, 
and the interesting Exhibit Hall, are 
open to visitors, FREE, every day (in- 
cluding Sundays and all Holidays), 
from 9:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 

The drive from Escondido to Palo- 
mar Observatory, 35 miles, via “High- 
way to the Stars,” and Rincon Springs, 
requires about one hour. 
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INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT PALOMAR MOUNTAIN CAMP 


*Palomar Mountain Camp was acquired by the Camp Com- 
mission in 1945 through lease with the State Park Commis- 
sion. 


*Palomar Mountain Camp first opened on January 27, 1947, 
as a work-experience program for high school boys. 


*In the summer of 1947, the San Diego Police Department 
sponsored its first encampment for graduating members of 
the school Junior Traffic Patrol. 


*The family camp program started in the summer of 1949. 


*The new kitchen-dining hall was built by Peter H. Lusardi, 
contractor. Work was started in June 1958. The total cost 
of construction was $50,588.45, The Engineering Division 
of the County Public Works Department designed and super- 
vised the building of the kitchen-dining hall. 


*The Camp Commission operates three camps: Palomar Moun- 
tain Camp, Camp Cuyamaca, and Camp Davidson which is 
leased from the San Diego Armed Services Y.M.C.A. At least 
10,000 school campers are expected to participate in the pro- 
gram this year. Over 17,000 campers will participate in the 
total program provided by the Camp Commission in 1958-59. 


*The sixth graders from La Mesa Elementary School and Mary- 
land Avenue School are in camp this week. 


*Palomar Mountain Camp also is available for community 
camping on week ends.
